Western Maryland 
Closes Passenger 
Service Here Today 


Eighty-four years and fifteen days 


ago today the first railway passen- 
ger train rolled into the Western 
Maryland station at Gettysburg. 
This afternoon at four o'clock the 
last passenger train rolled out of 
the same station, bound for Balti- 
more, the last railway passenger 
run in or out of this historic com- 
munity. 


Unless 
some unusual circum- 


stance develops Gettysburg will be 
without railway passenger service 
on the Western Maryland from 
now on. 


Thursday has been a fateful day 


in the history of railway passenger 
service here. 


Track laying between New Ox- 


ford and Gettysburg for the West- 
ern Maryland, started on Thursday, 
June 24, 1858. On Thursday, De- 
cember 16, 1858 the first Western 
Maryland passenger train arrived 
in Gettysburg. On Thursday, No- 
vember 19, 1863 Abraham Lincoln 
delivered his immortal Gettysburg 
address and returned to Washington 
that same day on a Western Mary- 
land train out of the local station. 
On Thursday. November 19. 1942 
the Public Utility Commission of 
Pennsylvania approved the rail- 
road's petition requesting permis- 
sion to abandon sen-ice here. And 
the last passenger train out of here 
left at four o'clock today, Thurs- 
day, December 31, 1942. 


High Officials Here 


In Gettysburg for the occasion, 


marking the abandonment of pas- 
senger service were three officials 
of the Western Maryland. They 
are Clarence R. Zarfos, assistant 
to President Charles W. Brown; 
George R. Haworth, general super- 
intendent and Howard R. Pratt. 
chief engineer. These three officials 
arrived here this morning in the 
general manager's private car at- 
tached to the regular train arriving 
at 10:12 a. m. 


On hand, among others, to greet 


them was Charles W. Myers, West- 
ern Maryland agent, who today com- 
pletes 61 years, seven months and 
thirteen days service. 


Mr. Myers is not only the oldest 


Western Maryland employe in point 
of service but his record, according 
to railway officials "is the best and 
most unique, not only on the West- 
ern Maryland but among all other 
railroads in the country."

Times that they know of no other 
railroad employe in the country who 
has served as many years in the 
same location for the same com- 
pany as has Mr. Myers. "This is 
an enviable record and one that 
we are mighty proud of," Mr. Zar- 
fos said.

Private Retraces 
Grandfather's Trip 
On WrMd. 
Eighty years ago Private 


Samuel P. Luyster, of the 29th 
New Jersey Volunteers, Army 
of the Potomac, mustered out 
of Civil war service, came 
through Gettysburg on his way 
to his home in Matawan, New 
Jersey, riding a flatcar of the 
Western Maryland railway. It 
was the only available trans- 
portation at that time. 


This morning, when the 


last Western Maryland pas- 
senger train to make the run 
between here and Baltimore 
arrived in Gettysburg, Private 
Samuel V. Luyster, of the 
59th General Hospital unit, 
Fort G e o r g e 
G. Meade, 


stepped from the passenger 
coach. He is a grandson of 
the Civil war veteran who 
made the trip eighty years 
ago on a flatcar. 


Private Luyster told a re- 


porter for The Gettysburg 
Times that he had secured 
leave from camp to make the 
trip this morning because he 
wanted to make the last pas- 
senger run on the railroad and 
he wanted to travel over the 
same route his grandfather 
had back in the 1860s. 


The World War II soldier 


said his hobbies were rail- 
roads and amateur pho- 
tography and he spent consid- 
erable time taking pictures of- 
the train and, escorted by 
Burgess Fred G. Pfeffer, 
toured the battlefield, taking 
numerous 
"shots" 
of 
the 


famous Civil war battlefield 
here. 


70 TAX APPEALS 
HEARD IN COUNTY 


Adams county commissioners com- 


pleted here Wednesday afternoon 
their schedule of tax appeal hear- 
ings, following the triennial assess- 
ment in Adams county this fall, and 
disclosed that only 70 persons from 
among the more than 25,000 who are 
assessed asked changes in the values 
fixed by their township or ward 
assessors. 


In the 70 appeal cases—each of 


which was taken up individually by 
the 
commissioners—51 reductions 


were granted from the 1943 valua- 
tion set by the local assessors: seven 
who asked cuts had their assess- 
ments raised instead, and 10 were 
continued at the figure named by 
the assessors involved. Some involv- 
ed increases and some cuts from the 
1942 assessment figures. 


Two cases are yet pending and 


will be decided by the commissioners 
after they—view the properties in- 
volved. 


All of the appeals but one involved 


real estate valuations. 
Only one 


occupational appeal was received 
and an adjustment was made there 
to correct an error on the part of 
the assessor involved. 


The commissioners began their 


appeal hearings at various points 
in the county a month ago and fin- 
ished Wednesday which was set for 
the hearing of appeals from resi- 
dents of Straban. Cumberland and 
Highland townships at the court 
house. 


Eleven of the 34 assessment dis- 


tricts in the county had no appeal 
cases. That list included Freedom, 
Conewago and Straban townships 
and both • wards of McSherrystown, 
in which districts the assessors are 
graduates of the training school con- 
ducted in the fall; East Berlin, both 
wards of Littlestown, Germany and 
Latimore townships and Arendts- 
ville.

I have been wounded too many times 
already. But it affected others, in- 
cluding Mr. Murphy." 


He did not elaborate further, but, 


said "some of my best friends" were 
included among those arrested. 


Asked if the men held would be 


shot, the general said: 


"Don't worry, they won't. I said 


I would rather prevent than punish.

"I have only one idea—to win

When told that the political situ- 
ation in north Africa had caused 
a storm of controversy and asked 
why Darlan's slayer had been sub- 
jected to a summary court martial, 
which condemned him to quick 
death, Giraud replied: 


"It was certain that the mur- 


derer did kill Darlan. I punish 
murderers in the way they should 
be punished. - There you are." 


"I would like to believe that the 


murder was the work of a lunatic, 
but such a man must not be led by 
those with other ideas and per- 
haps with other plans." Giraud said. 


Preventive Measures 


"That is why. being in command 


and having received the commis- 
sionership, I took certain preventive 
measures in order to prevent a re- 
currence of such events as the tragic 
one a week ago. It is better to 
prevent than to punish." 


Referring to Darlan's slayer, the 


high commissioner said he thought 
it "pitiful that there should be such 
a fuss over one man rightfully shot 
when hundreds of soldiers are killed 
every day at the front—especially 
when this young man could have 
joined tiie army and gone to fight 
with the others." 


The Algiers press avoided any 


reference to the arrests. The press 
conference with the high commis- 
sioner was arranged after corre- 
spondents had requested informa- 
tion on rumors circulating in the 
city. The conference was held in 
a church school building which has 
been converted into a military of- 
fice. 


Sure of Victory 


Turning to the military situation, 


Giraud said he was "sure of vic- 
tory, but I believe we all must make 
the most serious efforts to earn that 
victory • * '."

MANY HOMELESS 
DUE TO FLOODS 


(By The Associated Press) 


Swirling flood waters in the wake 


ol live-day rams "and melting snow 
eft thousands .homeless in Penn- 
sylvania today and paralyzed nu- 
nerous war plants. 


One death was reported in the 


Pittsburgh area which faced its 
worst flood since the disastrous 
$200.000,000 St. Patrick's day high 
waters of 1936. 


That steel-making district was 


listed as the principal danger spot 
by Governor James' Emergency Dis- 
aster committee although it warned 
further difficulty also may be en- 
counted along the Susquehanna in 
the central and eastern part of the- 
state. 


Committee Chan-man G. Albert 


Stewart, however, predicted most of 
Pennsylvania will be "reasonably 
clear of further Serious flood 
danger." 


Flood Conditions Improved 


"Flood conditions generally are 


greatly improved this morning,'' he 
declared. "The rain and snow have 
stopped falling and a. cold wind is 
blowing. 
Many points reported 


temperatures of freezing or below. 
The waters have crested at several 
stations and are approaching crest 
at all others. 


"Some families have left their 


homes in low lying sections but no 
serious emergency has been report- 
ed to the committee. With the ex- 
ception of Pittsburgh and a few other 
sections of western Pennsylvania, it 
is expected that conditions will be 
approaching normal by the end of 
the day." 


Muddy waters surged into many 


streets of Pittsburgh's downtown 
"Golden Triangle" as a peak of 3G.6 
feet was reached at the junction of 
the Ohio, Monongahela and Alle- 
gheny rivers, 11.7 feet above flood 
stage. 


Street, rail and bus traffic was 


badly disrupted with rowboats being 
used in some areas. The Red Cross 
said it was caring for 7,500 destitute 
persons made homeless in Allegheny 
(Pittsburgh) 
county alone.

North Africa Has

A Reuters (British news agency) 


dispatch from Tunisia said that with 
the cessation of rain on the southern 
sector of the Tunis-Bizerte zone, the 
Germans were moving up armored 
forces below Pont-Du-Fahs. 30 miles 
south of Tunis. 


The German strategy here evi- 


dently was aimed at preventing 
French and American troops from 
knifing through to the Gulf of 
Gabes coast and thus cutting off the 
vital line of Axis communications 
between Tunisia and Tripolitania.

Pont-Du-Fahs — described in other 
dispatches as ill-equipped w i t h 
armor — had fallen back and estab- 
lished new lines on higher ground 
where the Nazi mechanized forces 
could not operate.

An Italian communique said the

land and aerial assault. 


"The enemy is being forced into
